THE NATIONAL AIR MUSEUM

Vhe Smithsonian Institution, Nattonal Air Museum, Is 
indebted to the National Aeronautic Association and 
ts tuaembers for continuing cooperation and support 
since its establishment in 19-46. Perhaps by this briet 
report on the present accelerating progress ot the Mu- 
seat E can indicate a measure of our appreciation to 
NAA for its unfailing hel pfulness. 

Vo refresh memories, the National Air Museum was 
created by the Congress (Public Law 722. “pproved 
\ugust 12, 1946) asa bureau of the Smithsonian Insti- 
rution. At that time some Chinese Kites and a few acro- 
nautical items ino the Smithsonian Collections were 
rransferred to the Air Museum as the nucleus of our 
present great collection,

From 1646 to 1958, avery small staff headed by our 
distinguished Head Cur tor and Historian, Paul E. 
Garber, bevan a systema ic program of collecting the 
famous firsts of Hight. It vas largely: a program of col- 
lecting and storing—for ittle space was available for 
displ ay. 

\ small but creditable exhibit was contrived by Mr. 
Garber by hanging some airplanes from the ceiling in 
the Arts and Industries I wilding (over the stamp and 
coin collecsions) and b> crowding an unbelievable 
number of airplanes, engines, and other material into 
the old li?) “tin hangar? on Independence Ave., 
known as the Aircrafr Bu ilding. 


Phanks ro Mr. Garbe: and the splendid coopera- 
tier of che military services, “Farly Birds,’ and the 
avistion industry, the ec lleetion has grown into the 
world’s lareest and fines specimen and documentary 
fustory of man-made flight.

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Behind U.S. World Records — 


THE NAA CONTEST BOARD 


The initial formation of the Fed- 
cration Aeronautique Internationale 
was for the purpose of encouraging 
and archiving world record achieve- 

ments in manned flight. Since its in- 
itial formation in 1903, this organ- 
ization (FAT) has worked through 
its National Aero Club affiliates to 
establish rules and procedures for 
sanctioning world record attempts 
in any country so that there was an 
equitable, common base on which 
to judge the performance of air- 

craft and pilots. Each National Acro 
Club, as the representative of its 
country, is sanctioned to franchise 
and steward world record attempts 
in its country. When the stewards 
of the National Acro Club are sat- 
isfied that a new record has been 
achieved under the codes and laws 
of the F.A.L, a claim is filed for 
said record with the F.A.1. through 
which international recognition for 
this record is achieved. There is no 
doubt that over the years the FALL. 
has gained a reputation for main- 
taining a high standard in this ac- 
tivity and is accepted as the unques- 
tioned record authority throughout 
the world. In order to establish sim- 

ilar esteem for the records under 
the F.A.I. framework in the United 
States, the National Acronautic As- 
sociation, representing the United

States in the F.A.L, has gone to 
great lengths to establish methods 
by which qualified unbiased stew- 
ards would be available to officiate 
at world record attempts and cer- 
tify to the achievements made. 


Contest Board Established 


Yo perform this function, the 
National Acronautics Association 
created a Contest Board, with au- 
thority to obtain judges and stew- 
ards properly qualified, and to ar- 
range for witnessing and record file 
preparation of any world records 
attempted in the United States. 


When a contestant desires to at- 
tempt a world record he applies to 
the headquarters of the National 
Acronautics Association for a sanc- 
tion, which, when granted, gives 
him a unique license to try for a 
particular record over some stipu- 
lated period in the future, say 90 
days. When the contestant, who in- 
cidentally must have a sporting pi- 
lot’s license issued by the National 
Acro Club for the F-A.L., feels that 
he is ready for the attempt, the Con- 
test Board Chairman makes arrange- 
ments to have stewards licensed by 
FAT. on hand at the agreed-on 
course, 

Although in past years, records 
have been attempted all over the 
country, in the last decade the great

increase in speed of aircraft and po- 
tential hazard involved in attempt- 
ing world records, coupled with the 
associated complexity in modern 
equipment used for primary mcas- 
urement of plane performance, the 
number of courses and their loca- 
tions has been decreased. Most of 
the short distance, closed and open 
course speed and altitude courses 
that are now licensed by the FAL. 
are cither at Edwards Air Force 
Basc, or White Sands, New Mexico. 
Tlowever, in the case of long dis- 
tance duration flights, the range of 
current aircraft are such that these 
flights have required crossing inter- 
national borders, which has required 
coordination with the Contest 
Boards of Acro Clubs of different 
countrics. For example, in a recent 
international distance record which 
was flown by a B-52FT, the aircraft 
started out of Okinawa, crossed the 
Pacific, the United States, the At- 
lantic, the Canary Islands, and land- 
ed at Madrid, Spain. While the Con- 
test Board of the National Aecro- 
nautic Association stewarded the 
entire operation for the National 
Acronautics Association, the Acro 
Club of Japan, and the Royal Aero 
Club of Spain, were, of necessity, 
brought into the record attempt.

TORREY PINES

‘yood soaring weather favored the first ceimpertition of the 
£964 season, the [8th Annual Pacific Coast Mid-Winter Soaring 
Championships. Uhis meet was held at its traditional site, the 
Vorrey Pines Giiderport, La Jolla, California, on the week end 
of February 29-March |. Twenty-nine pilots were repistered. 
Ray Procnneke of Los Angeles was declared winner with a score 
of 3. points. Sterling Starr of San Diego was a close second 
with 431. 

Vhe ‘lorrey Pines site ranks among the most picturesque in 
ihe world. Steep cliffs rise some 350 feet from the surfline of the 
Pacific just north of La Jolla, Westerly winds, deflected upward 
by the cliffs, provide rising ar Co sustain the flight of soaring 
birds and gliders. 

Phe 9:30 aan. pilots’ briefing on Saturday included a weather 
report W hich gave promise of good thermal development, hich 
could make possible cross-country flights, in addition to a good 
sea breeze that assured steady up-drafts along the sevecal miles 
af cliffs. A frontal passage had left unstable air over southern 
California, with sufficient moisture to guarantee cumulus cloud 
av the top of every large thermal. [his gave more than the 
usual air of excitement to the meeting, as pilots received the 
final instructions on take-off and landing rules and were allo- 
eated take-otf times for winch Jaunching. 

Kirst off was Kirk Harris, flying a Bowlus: Baby Albatross, 
at 10:35, All eves were upon the Baby as it rose steeply above 
the winch. Kirk nosed it forward to tree flight altitude, released 
the tow cable, and promptly confirmed the forecast by soaring 
easily: several hundred feet above the cliff edye. 

Kirk elected to stay airborne as long as possible, earning dura- 
tion points. Starting first, he had an excellent chance ro win

the handsome Ryan trophy for longest dura- 
tion flight of the contest. By staying aloft, he 
gave up chances for scoring in other ways, 
such as in droppiig paper sack “bombs” on a 
target, or maki g repeated trices at a sport 
landing. 

fhe Lorrey Fines’ meet is unique among 
L. S. contests in offering a large number of 
ways for comp: titors to score. ‘he ambt- 
tious pilot may 3¢ confronted with difficult 
choices. It is net possible, for example, to 
gain a maximun number of duration points 
and at the same time have a maximunt num- 
ber of tries at bomb drop or spot landing. 
If one seeks to obtain distance points and 
leaves the stead: updraft at the cliffs, there 
is the risk of an carly landing if no more lift 
is found; no po nts of any kind are earned 
while waiting di sconsolately for the car and 
trailer to arrive, »r during the return in haste 
to Torrey Pines tor another try. 

Nevertheless, listance points mount rapid- 
iv, especially: with the bonus given if the 
start was made fom winch cow, and as more 
gliders were laut ched into the area above the 
cliffs, it was ev dent that many pilots were 
searching for toiermal up-currents as they 
flew along the steady lift, an up-current 
which would reach high enough above the 
cliffs to permit a good departure. Success was 
quickly evidenced by a tight spiralling in 
thermal cores aid rapid climb upward to- 
ward the cumul.s cloud bases, and a steady 
ditt inland as the thermal convective cell 
moved with the general air mass. Proenneke 
Starr, and two other pilots thermalled away 
about noontime, Within several hours, all had 
renorted in frov1 their landing points inland; 
conditions were not good enough to permit 
exssended flights Starr, in his Schweizer 1-23, 
Hew 50 miles t Winchester for the longest 
fheht of che cor.cest; Proenneke, in a Chero- 
kee, flew 41 m les, landing near ‘Yemecula. 
Both pilots reczived altitude points which 
helped them in he combined scoring. Proen- 
neke reached 5100 feet on his fhght, for the 
highest altitude obtained during the contest. 

Both pilots, helped by two-way radio con- 
tact with their ground crews, inmnediately 
trutered back t» Torrey Pines for attempts 
bomb drops and spot landings to bolster 
their overall scores. At the official close of

THE AERO CLUB OF NEW ENGLAND 


President, Aero Club of New England 


On December ¥, 1907, the Acro 
iilub of New England was formal- 
ty chartered by the Commonwealth 
af Massachusetts. However, in 1902, 
che Club was informally organ- 
wed, nearly two full years before 
the Wright Brothers rook off from 
iitry Hawk, and is considered to 
be one of the oldest acronautical 
elubs in existence in America and 
second in the world. Eleven prom- 
ment Bostonians spearheaded the 
formation of the Club, among 
them Charles J. Glidden, “father” 
of the famous Glidden (automo- 
bile) “Tours. Vhough aerial navi- 
gation was rescricted largely to bal- 
looning, the club charter states 
some decidedly farsighted purposes. 
Among these aus were: 

Po advance the development of the 
science of aeronautics and kindred 
SCICTICES. 

Yo encourage and organize aerial 
navigation, excursions, conferences, 
expositions and races. 

lo hold. maintain and 
Quiles, (eels, CONteEsts, exhibitions 
and shows of balloons or other in- 
ventions or construcuous designed 
to be propelled or travel through 
the air. 

‘The Aero Club so aroused the 
interest of peaple in the sport of bal- 
looning that, for a number of years, 
more ascensions were made annual- 
ly in Massachusetts under its aus- 
pices than were credited to all other 
states combined. “Phe Club pur- 
chased a balloon of 35,000 cubie 
foot capacity. appropriately named 
“Boston.” and maintained one of 
the same capacity until 1915. For a 
time, the Club also owned the 
“Massachusetts” of 63,000 cubic 
foot capacity. 

‘The Club was a leading paruc- 
pant in the first Harvard-Boston 
Acro Meet held at Squantum dur- 
ing September 1910. Uhis meet was 
erected with nation-wide enthu- 
and attracted competitors

from abroad, as well as from all 
over the United Stares. One of the 
highlights of this meet was the jirst 
dropping of bombs from an. air- 
craft. Among the compencors Was 
a young Fnglishinan, A. V. Rowe, 
later to become Sir Alliott \er- 
dun Roe, who was knighted he- 
cause of his important contribution 
to the development of the aviahion 
industry in his country. 

Dr. Godfrey 1. Caber, an early 
member of the Aero Club, served 
as its president trom [915 to 1929, 
From the days of the W right Broth- 
ers, he recognized the potential val- 
ue of the airplane in warfare. € on- 
sequently. under his leadership in 
1916, the Aero Club of New Fng- 
land presented to the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts its first air- 
craft--a_ hydro-aeroplane, built at 
Marblehead by Burgess Co, & Cur- 
tis. Dr. Cabot, who was a friend 
of the Wrights, learned to fiv a 
plane in 1915 at the age of 34+ and 
soon became the proud possessor 
ot his own aircraft. 

Elis name is honored and perpet- 
uated by the Godfrey 1. Cabot 
Award, established by the Aero 
Club in i952 and presented each 
year to an individual selected tor 
outstanding contribution to the de- 
velopment of aviation. Some of the 
recipients of the Cabor ‘Vrophy 
have been Dr. Igor Sikorsky, pro- 
neer int the development of the heli- 
copter; Admiral Richard E. Byrd, 
polar explorer and a longtime mem- 
ber ot the Aero Club; Gen. Curtis 
LeMay; Max Conrad, Scott Cross- 
field and Alan B. Shepard, Jr.. the 
first of the Astronauts. 

In February 1952, Club member- 
ship titade important gas as a re- 
sult of a merger between the .\cro 
Club and the Aeronautic Assocta- 
tion oF Boston, which was previeus- 
ly the local chapter of National 
Aeronaunce Association. 

Through the vears, the club has

Since the stewards carry out this 
sctivity for the Contest Board of 
-he National Acronautics Associa- 
son on their own time, one aught 
vonder how it is possible to get 
hese qualified people during nor- 
inal working hours and at afl times 
of che year in order to carry out 
his activity on an efficient basis. 
this has been no easy job, and cer- 
catnly would have been much hard- 
cr if there had noc been involved 
wer the last vears a cadre of peopic 
who were very much imterested in 
ius sort of activity and who were 
willing to devore their spare tine 
is well as occasional full davs of 
fe year to this acuvity. 

As the activities and the require- 
wients of this work imcreased dur- 
ng thie last three vears, a more func- 
rronally operating Contest Board 
aas been set up as a two-pronged 
organization, one concerned with 
actually carrying out the steward- 
ing of the records, and the other, 
mvadvisory board which meets peri- 
odically with companies, the gov- 
ernment, and other interested peo- 
ole in’ order to determine what 
world records the United States 
should attempt and in encouraging 
potential record breakers to capture 
these records. 

Operations arc headed by a local 
manufacturer in Jos Angeles, Mr. 
Chuck Vibberts. Mr. LVibbetts ts 
assisted by two directors, one for 
operations, and one tor technical 
planning and consultation. Phe Op- 
erations Chief, Mr. Art) Johnson, 
carries out the work of having all 
forms available. planning out the 
details of stewarding a record with 
the contestant and obtaining the 
services of a qualitied steward crew 
for each record. He does all of this 
iv his spare tune around hus full- 
ame job of directing operations at 
che Fullerton Airport, near Los An- 
weles, California. Dr. KR. B. Dillaway 
is Director of the Peechnical Board 
which is made up of people with 
engineering and scientific back- 
erounds, whose job iris to advise 
both the operations people and the 
people attempting the record as ro 
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technical probleuis they may en- 
counter in attempung a record, and 
living within the requirements of 
the Federation Acronautic Inrerna- 
tional tor verifying that they have 
achieved a record. Vhis group also 
looks into the required accuracy of 
instrumentation, and perhaps sug- 
vests the type of instrumentation, 
ete., to use in verifying a particular 
record attempt. 


The Timers Aero Club 

When records are nor attempted 
at too high a rare, this operation 
works quite smoothly, and there are 
enough qualified people who have 
had sufficient training in working as 
stewards so that it is possible to 
obtain a crew without too much 
dithculty trom people who can take 
time off from their jobs and work 
at the site of the contest as stewards. 
However, there were times several 
years ago when so many records 
were being attempted that it was 
an extrenicly hard job to continu- 
ally provide qualified people as 
needed for stewarding the attempts. 
In order to alleviate this problem, 
some of the people who were very 
interested in contest work got to- 
gether and formed a chapter of 
the Netional Acronauties Associa- 
tion called the Vimers vero Club. 
Vhis is an aero club headquartered 
m Los Angeles, operated as a chap- 
ter of the NAA. In the case of che 
‘Timers Acro Club, anvbody who 
is interested in world record at- 
tempts, either ina passive or in an 
active sense, are encouraged to join 
the Timers Club. ‘Phese people are 
given training as fast as possible 
throug) actual observarions of rec- 
ord attempts and through informal 
schooling in simple instrumentation 
evaluation (stop watch reading, 
ete.) and orher rudimentary require- 
ments fur being a timing stew ard, 
and chen are called upon as neecs- 
sary and as they are avatlable at the 
time record attempts are scheduled. 
The goal is to be able to provide 
the necessary stew ards to authent- 
cate valid record attainments at any 
time a Contestant may desire. : 


Lhe Jimers Acro Club is an ad- 
junet to the Contest Board of the 
NAA ‘vhich functions to steward 
world record attempts in this coun- 
try. It» not a part of the Board; 
it is a club of interested potential 
particif ants and spectators to this 
activity, As mecessary, 4 ualitied 
mermmbe s of the Timers Club are 
called 1. pon to donate their time, go 
ro the olace of the record attempt 
and act as qualified stewards under 
a contest director in attesting to 
whethe: or not a world record at- 
tempt vas successfully corpleted. 
At present, there are over one hun- 
dred people in the ‘Limers Club. 


Internctional Prestige 

Since historically record achieve- 
ments in aireraft flight has had 
world- vide implications in both in- 
ternatic nal politics and prestige, the 
writer ‘cels that this is an extremely 
import: at activity nationally, par- 
ticularl, since at this ane our ma- 
jor cor ipetitor for absolute world 
record attempts with aircraft is our 
present ideological international 
rival, tie Soviet Union. tt has been 
my experience that the position of 
the United States in the eyes of 
ISuropeans, South Americans, in- 
deed, <I} nations, as far as being a 
strong power acronautically ts 
vreatly influenced by our position 
versus he Soviet Union in this mat- 
ter of veorld record achievements. 

fo this extent, the contest work 
of the NAA is and should continue 
to be. strong adjunct to our for- 
eign pt licy although it must remain 
indepe ident of government influ- 
ence a: it has for all the years that 
the NAA, and, in fact, manned 
flight | as been a reality. Above and 
beyond the position of high pres- 
tige W vich we hold in this record 
picture at the present time is the 
fact that all the other nations in- 
volved in this activity fully realize 
the ex ent to which the NAA and 
the United States as a waole has 
gone t> keep this world record ac- 
tivity in aircraft on an unbiased, 
non-g vermentally controlled basis,
